Detailed Action 

1. The Applicant's amendment filed on April 21, 2010 was received. Claims 11, 13, 
14, 17, and 20 were amended. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, on claims 13, 14, 
and 17 are withdrawn, because the claims have been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jaouen on 
claims 11-13 and 1 5-20 are withdrawn, because the independent claim 1 1 has been 
amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Jaouen as 
applied to claim 1 1 and further in view of Yokoyama et al. on claim 14 is withdrawn, 
because independent claim 11 has been amended.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 1 -20 
are allowed. The invention of independent claim 11 recites an alkali fuel cell comprising 
a first and second electrode having an active layer with an element conducting 
hydroxide ions being a polymer having vinylaromatic units comprising a quaternary 
ammonium function and hydroxide counter-ions OH- being associated with the 
quaternary ammonium functions of the polymer and the fuel cell not comprising any 
alkaline liquid. The closest prior art of record, Jaouen and Yokoyama do not disclose 
the first and second electrode having an active layer with an element conducting 
hydroxide ions being a polymer having vinylaromatic units comprising a quaternary 
ammonium function and hydroxide counter-ions OH- being associated with the 
quaternary ammonium functions of the polymer and the fuel cell not comprising any 
alkaline liquid.
